Highest Total Enrollment In History

Tentative figures indicate that 
individual enrollments and class 
‘rbf'istrations will exceed those of 
any previous year at St. Joseph’s 
College Calumet Extension, accord- 
ing to Rev. James Berkley, exten- 
sion director. Individual enrollment 
should reach approximately 280 to 
300 students. Class registrations 
run between 340 and 360 for the fall 
semester. Should these figures 
prove correct this years enrollment 
wiU be an increase of 120 to 140 
students over last year. 

Though only in irs fourth year, 
the Center is fast becoming a sta- 
bilized institution, taking its role 
among the other Extensions long- 
established in the Calumet Region. 
Besides the classes held in the new 
wing of Bishop Noll High School, 
Hammond; in the Art Studio and 
Reading Clinic, Whiting; the Center 
expanded its scope and now has 
regular scheduled classes also at 
the St. Margaret Hospital School 
of Nursing, Hammond.

The College Center offers a two- 
year curriculum terminating in an 
Associate in Arts Certificate. The 
program, compa rable to. a two-yea r 
junior college education (60 credit 
hours),, offers either a preparation 
for students who will enter the sen- 
ior college in pursuit of a bachelor’s 
degree or pre-professional training

Admission Tests 
To Be Given . 

The L aw Schoo l Admission -Test, 
required of applicants for admission 
to a number of leading American 
Law schools, will be given at more 
than 100 centers throughout the 
United States on the mornings of 
November 13, 1954, February 19, 
25, and - ADfflist 6^ 1955. -fritt- 
ing 1953-54, some 8200 applicants 
took this test, and their scores were 
sent to over 100 law schools. 

This test, prepared and administ- 
ered by the Educational Testing 
Service, features objective questions 
measuring verbal aptitudes and 
reasoning ability rather than ac- 
quired information. Sample ques- 
tions and information regarding 
registration for an administration 
of the test are given in a Bulletin 
of Information. 

A can didate must make separate 
application for admission to each 
law school of his choice and should 
inquire of each whether it wishes 
him to take'the Law School Admis- 
sion Test and when. Since many 
law schools select their freshmen
